1. IN RESPONSE TO MY QUESTIONS, PRESIDENT BANDA AT MEETING 
MAY 4 PROVIDED INFORMATION BELOW ON TERRORIST ACTIVITIES IN 
RHODESIA AND MOZAMBIQUE. PRESUMABLY IT BASED ON CONVERSATION 
WITH IORGE JARDIM WHO HE SAID WAS IN MALAWI MAY 3, AND ON 
RECENT VISIT TO SALISBURY BY GEORGE JAFU, SECRETARY TO 
PRESIDENT AND CABINET. 

2. ZANU, ZAPU AND FRELIMO ARE COOPERATING IN ATTACKS ON RHODESIA. 
ZANU IS BEARING BRUNT OF FIGHTING. TERRORIST GROUPS ORIGINALLY
